Mobile, (Alabama) May 13.—The Steam 
Boat Virginia, which arrived here yesterday 
from Tuscaloosa, brought a barrel of Hail- 
Stones, some of which we saw; they were of an 
inch diameter, and would have weighed an 
ounce or more.

The banks in many places, including from five 
to ton or twenty acres, sometimes in the epace 
of a moment, break and slip, like an avalancho, 
almost or quite to a level with the bed of the 
Lake. Fine farms are ofien materially dimin- 
ished, and even towns, situated directly on the 
Lake, are endangered. The Lake seems ovi- 
dently encroaching upon the whole extent of 
the Southern shore, as if by operation of some 
immutable law of nature.

DESPERATE DEED. 
Lynchburf, ( Vir.) May 25.—We regret to 
record a melancholy catastrophe which happen- 
ed in this place last Friday afternoon.

Jones immediately came into the main street,

Cayenne pepper, black pepper, and ginger, 
may be esteemed the bost of spices. Nutmegs, 
cloves, mace, cinnamon, end allepice, are go- 
nerally productive of indigestion and hoadacho 
to weak persons. 


TO MAKE CRMENT FUR BROKEN GLASS, 

Take an ounce of Minglase, steep it in balf a 
of epirite of wine, for twenty four-hours, 

then lot it dissolve over a slow fire, always koep- 








take sia cloves of ie, bruise them well in a 
mortar, put them ina linen cloth, and squeere 
the juice into the isinglass; mix all well together, 
and keep it for use; it being excellent to join 
glass ornaments, Ko. 


TO PREVENT SHOES FROM TAKING IN WA.- 


One pint of drying oil, two ounces of yollow 
wax, two ounces of turpentine, and halfan ounce 
of Burgundy pitch, melted carefully over a slow 
fire. If new boots or shoes are rubbed carefully 
with thie mixture, either in the sunshine, or at 
some distance from the fire, with a sponge or 
soft brush, and the operation is repeated as often 
an they become dry, till the leather is fully #a- 
turated, they will be impervious to the wet, and 
will wear much longer, as well as acquiring a 
softness and pliability that will prevent the lea- 
ther from ever shrivelling. 

Neote.—Shoes or boots prepared as above ought 
not to be worn till perfectly dry and elastic, 
otucrwise their durability would rather be pro- 
vented than increased. 


KNEADING OF BREAD BY MACHINERY. 

A company has been established in Paris, to 
supply the metropolis with pure bréad. Among 
other improvements adopted by thie society, is 
that of kneading the dough, by means of steam 
machinery. Thie substitution for the working 
of the bread by manual labour besides, the great- 
er cleanliness of the process, hae the further 
advantage of allowing yeast to be dispensed 
with; the additional power of the machine boing 
suflivient to give the bread its proper degree of 
lightness, without any foreign aid. The capi- 
tal of the company is divided inte 4000 shares of 
1000 francs each. 











HONEY COMBS, 

Wax may be eatsacted from bee comba, in the 
folluwing economical manner: Have on the fire 
an open vessel of boiling water, and, standing 
by the fire an open vessel of cold water; put the 
comb, close tied in a canvass bag, into the boil- 
ing water, and repeatedly squocze it down with 
a stick, or large wooden spoon; the wax will 
come through the bag and swim on the surface 
of the water; skim it off, and put it in the vessel 
of cold water; by ropeatodly squeezing the bag, 
and skimming every particle of wax will be ob- 
tained: when congealed on the cold water, it 
may be taken off, again melted, and cast into 
moulds of any convenient shapo for sale.
